Peoria Industrialist 
Gives Stock to 
Religion

PEORIA, 
111 — Taking God into 


full partnership in one's business and 
giving Him the greater part of the 
profits—that is the way to real, last- 
ing success, according to the firm be- 
lief belief of R. G. LeTourneau, head 
of three plants of the machine manu- 
facturing LeTourneau Company 
of 


Georgia, Illinois, and California. 


There is nothing phony about this. 


It is all in deadly earnest so far as 
LeTourneau is concerned. He himself 
gives religious talks to his workmen. 
His big bass voice leads in the sing- 
ing of hymns. 


But anybody could do this without 


cost to himself. Money talks and Le- 
Tourneau makes his money talk re- 
ligion. 


To God he has given 67:5 per cent 


of the 450,000 shares of stock in his 
companies. This has taken the form I 
of a gift of that amount of stock to ' 
the Le Toumeau Foundation, with of- 
fices in Rockefeller Center, New York 
City. Valued at more than 513,000,- 
000, the Foundation has a yearly re- 
venue of about $450,000. This money 
is employed in spreading the Gospel 
and supporting missions. That's the 
LeTourneau way of showing his re- 
lationship with the Supreme Being. 


Heard Evangelist—Then Came 


Succss 


As he so seriously mixes religion 


with his business, Lo Tourneau's suc- 
cess story differs greatly from most. 
Born about 52 years ago and reared 
in California, he never got beyond the 
eigth grade in school. Forced by pov- 
erty to seek work early, he got a job 
in a foundry. Eventually he opened a 
small welding shop and garage which 
he left in charge of a partner when 
he enlisted in the U. S. Army dur- 
Iflg tne' World 'War. 


His business went to pot and he 


found himself in debt. Paying off 
his creditors out of wages earned as 
a mechanic, ho bought an old cater- 
pillar tractor, repaired it, and got jobs 
in irrigation work. He invented an 
earth scraper and started a small fac- 
tory in Stockton, Calif. The 1929 crash 
hit him and he found himself 5200,000 
in debt. 


One night during that troubled per- 


iod, 
LeTourneau was sitting at his 


drawing board, trying to sketch a new 
machine which he hoped would re- 
trieve his broken fortunes. He heard 
there was an evangelist, in town, push- 
ed aside his work and went to hear 
him. 
It was not a case of conversion. 


LeTourneau had always been an ar- 
dent Christian. 


In telling of that night, LeTourneau 


says he truly believes he was inspir- 
ed by God, because he came back to 
his drawing board with renewed faith, 
worked all night and got up from his 
task in the morning with the complet- 
ed sketches of the scraper. He panted 
these and they brought riches with- 
in his grasp. The machine digs up 
earth, loads it, carries, it and spreads 
it where it is wanted. 


From that fateful night, LeTourneau 


has never looked back. His com- 
pany now owns big plants at Stock- 
Ion, 
Calif., Peoria, 111., and Toccoa 
Ga. 


LeTourneau not only addresses re- 


ligious meetings in his factories, at- 
tended by his employes, but flies 
around the country in his own plane 
to conduct religious services. 


In a recent address to his men, he 
said: 


"The idea of service to God in bus- 


iness is not a bargain with the Lord. 
],t pays to serve the Lord, but not 
to serve the Lord because it pays.' ' 


Justifies Shell Order 


Recently he got a government con- 


tract for making 56,000,000 worth of 
shells. Some people have asked how 
he could thus take active part in the 
rearmament program.

Tourneau replies: 


"When Christ found the racketeers 


despoiling His Father's house, He made 
a whip and drove them out. The ag- 
gressor iicilions of our day have left 
no doubt thnt they are the enemies of 
God and the Bible. That these nat- 
ions intend tn include the whole world 
in their ruthless conquest is no long- 
er denied . . . The Apostle Paul ex- 
horts us to be subject to the powers 
that be. not only in the technicalit- 
ies of the law, but in real loyalty. 
When the government representatives 
can-.e to me and explained that our 
Georgia plant WP.S the only one in the 
south equipped to fill this large shell 
order ;md that they especially desir- 
ed our co-operation because "we are 
located both comparatively safe from 
attack and near the Binninglum steel 
mills, I felt it was right and proper 
lo comply with their request, although 
1 f^.nild much rather build our re- 
gular peacetime machinery." 


Farm Credits- 
Arranged Now 


FSA Applications 
for 1941 Should 
Be Made Now 


Like doing one's Christmas shopping 


early, there is good reason why farm 
families expecting to call upon the 
Farm Security Administration for op- 
crating credit during 1941 should do 
so at this time of the year, said 
W. M. Sparks, i>.rm Security Ad- 
ministration Supervisor in Hcmpslead 
county. 


Mr. Sparks pointed out that a farm- 


er applying now for a loan which he 
will not need for several months may 
have it with-held for future delivery 
on a specified dale. Thus, the loan 
docs not begin to bear interest unlil 
it is actually used. 


"The advantage of applying in the 


fall is that this is the in-between sea- 
son when farmers can size up their 
past year's business and plan for the 
new year," Mr. Sparks imd. "The 
supervisor, too, has more time in the 
fall to help the farmers do the long- 
range planning which is fundamental 
lo our program, and often of more 
benefit than the loan itself." 


"All FSA loans arc drawn up on 


the basis of farm and home mana- 
gement plans, and sometimes the 
working out of those plans requires 
considerable time. Every spring, we 
arc forced to turn away applicants 
who apply too late to permit such 
plans to bo drawn up. Many other 
farmers while approaching us in time 
to receive the loans, find themselves 
caught up in spring rush in our of- 
fice just when they are most pressed 
for time," further said Mr. Sparks.

nre made to farm operators, whether 
owners or tenants, who are unable 
to obtain credit on reasonable terms 
from other .sources. The lo;m.s can be 
made for feed, seed, fertilizer, livc- 
f.lock, equipment and similar operat- 
ing goods for period of from one to 
five years, with interest ut five per 
cent.

Sources here said Laval, first re- 


ported under guard at his home, now 
is rumored a prisoner at Chateau de- 
Pellevoison 
along with 
republican 


prisoners who face "war guilt" charg- 
es at the impending Rion trials which 
Laval himself advocated. 


Authorized sources in Berlin said 


that the Laval dismissal came as a 
surprise and that until the German 
government has been fully informed 
of what it means, the German press 
will not even report that'Laval is out 


A special reason for Germany's re- 


serve, observers said, is that France 
has made only a truce with Ger- 
many, and peace has not yet been 
re-established. 


Fears that Germany eventually oc- 


cupy all of France stemmed from Pe- 
tain's reported refusal to let Ger- 
many send troops through unoccupied 
France to aid Italian forces in Lbiya 


I and Greece.

France to a French port to sail for 
Italian Libya, in North Africa. Re- 
ports from the French capital, Vichy, 
said the request was made recently 
by German authorities. 


The same sources said Petain re- 


fused the request, 
made 
through 


Pierre Laval before his removal as 
French vice premier, on the grounds 
that the only port through which such 
troops could board Italian transports 
secretely would be the Toulon naval 
base. 


The marshal, it was said, previous- 


ly had turned down Laval's sugges- 
tion that French naval bases, includ- 
ing Toulon, be made available for 
Axis use. 


Petain and a majority of his min- 


isters were said to have considered the 
German move an Axis attempt to 
gain a foothold on the French Med- 
iterranean bases. 


The Garmans, 
it 
was reported, 


sounded out Laval while he still was 
"No. 2 man" in France, in an effort to 
find means of getting aid to the Ital- 
ians, without passing through Italy. It 
was feared passage of troops through 
Premier Mussolini's country to bul- 
wark Italian forces in Greece and 
Africa would have a bad effect on 
Italian morale.

five direct hits were reported on a 
concentration of cruisers. The Bri- 
tish did not claim any direct hits 
on battleships lying nearby. 


The Italian high command admit- 


ted Sunday one medium-sized bat- 
tleship was damaged and 50 crewmen 
were injured, and a smaller craft 
sunk. 


The Libyan ports of Derna, Tobruk 


and Bardia were objectives of tho 
British RAF, with fierce fires blaz- 
ing at Bardia. 


After fighting Sunday almost blind- 


ly through dust storms the British 
forces were said to be forging ahead 
in the Salem-Fort Capuzzo sector. 


The British communique said bad 


•weather persisted, with poor visibil- 
ity. 


The rain may impede but is not 


expected to stop the advance. 


Military circles said the 
British 


wanted to keep the Italians on the 
run. The advance is expected to slow 
. down in any case because of "mop- 
ping up" operations and the extended 
communication lines.
